SECTION 1. Section four of chapter eighty of the
session laws of 1860, being an act entitled "An act
providing for the government and regulation of the
University of Minnesota," approved February 14th,
1860, is hereby amended so as to read as follows :

Section 4. O. C. Merriman, John S. Pillsburyand
John Nicols, are hereby appointed sole regents of the
University of Minnesota, for the term of two years

shall give a bond to the State of Minnesota, executed
by himself, and not less than two sureties, to be ap-
proved by the State Auditor, in the sum of twenty-
five thousand dollars, conditioned for the faithful and
honest performance of his duties as regent. Said
bond shall be filed in the office of the Secretary of
State.

Said regents arc hereby fully authorized
and empowered, in their discretion, to arrange, com-
promise, settle and pay any and all claims and demands
of whatever nature, against the University of Mimic-
sota, or tile regents thereof, and to that end said regents
are hereby fnlly authorized and empowered to sell at
public or private sale, and convey in satisfaction of any
of said claims or demands, or for cash, or on credit, in
whole or in part, any of the lands donated to the State
of Minnesota by the United States, by an act of Con-
gress, entitled "An act donating to the States of Min-
nesota nnd Oregon, certain lands reserved by Congress
for the Territories of Minnesota and Oregon, for Uni-
versity purposes," approved March 2d, 1861. JPro-
vided however, That the whole amount of lands so sole]
and conveyed, shall not exceed twelve thousand acres,
and all conveyances of lands after that amount, shall
have been conveyed, shall be absolutely void. No one
of said ragouts shall be interested directly or indirectly
in the purchase of any lands conveyed under the pro-
visions of this act. Said regents may, in their discre-
tion, authorize the State Auditor to sell at public sale,
the lands hereby authorized to be sold, or any part
thereof. And, Provided farther, That if any person
or persons shall purchase any of the lands mentioned in
this act, upon which other parties have made improve-
ments, they shall be required to pay the owner of said
improvements their appraised value, such value to be
appraised by one of the regents, and the county treas-
urer and chairman of the board of supervisors of the
county where the land may be situated, and one
half of such appraised value shall be paid at the time
of sale and the balance within six months thereafter,
with interest at seven per cent, per annum, with proper
security, to be approved by said county treasurer.
Provided, That in appraising improvements upon any
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of the lands aforesaid, the appraisers shall take into
consideration and shall deduct from the value of any
such improvements, any waste or damage to said lands
by the parties making the improvements or occupying
the lands.

SEC. 10. The operation of sections two, three, seven,
ten, eleven, twelve, thirteen, and fifteen of chapter
eighty of the session laws of 1860, entitled as herein-
before recited, is hereby suspended until otherwise pro-
vided by law.
